U. S. TOO ALOOF FROM REST OF WORLD, SAYS 
HENRY ALLEN. 


Henry J. Allen, former Governor of Kansas, back from a six 
weeks’ inspection tour in the Near East in the interests of the 
Near East Relief, declares his belief is “strengthened that the 
United States is too far off from the rest of the world, and I am 
more than ever impressed with the feeling that 
my 
country 
ought to follow President Hording’s suggestion and join the In­ 
ternational Court.” 
All objections to the pion he 
labeled 
as 
insincere. 
•in Russia the only question is how long one class of people | 
will continue to work so another class may enjoy an industrial ! 
paradise. This so-called ‘Government by the people’ is supported, 
as was the Government of the Czar, by the bayonets of a stand- 
ihg army. The Russians are a slow moving people but I do not 
think they will stand the present crowd as long'as they did the 
Romanoffs. The Soviet is doing things the other crowd did not 
dare to do.” 
Based on what he heard, Mr. Allen reached the conclusion 
that the oligarchy said to be in control of the Soviet Government 
would some day be wiped out as a result of the greatest program 
in th e history" of Russia. 
The ex-Governor does not believe that Turkey alone can ever I 
govern Constantinople as it would be impossible for her to hold 
off her former enemies. 
“Turkey ought to turn the Dardanelles 
over to the League of Nations,” he said. 
“It is a virgin region 
for a war-preventing agency. The best thing that could happen 
would be to let the Turk develop a Government in the interior of 
the country and let an international margate control Constan­ 
tinople in equal justice to everybody else. 
“Everybody talked about the Chester concession from the 
Caliph to the Greek patriarch. 
Undoubtedly many excellent op­ 
portunities for the development of resources and manifestly the 
greatest need for equipment have been provided by the Chester 
concession. 
On the other hand one of the difficulties confront­ 
ing those attempting to market the Chester option is the fact 
that the restrictions provided may impress American capitalists 
as being too burdensome. 
“Ole, for instance, stipulated that all labor employed be 
Turkish. 
The American capitalist has discovered that he can 
get all the labor difficulties he wants without especially provid­ 
ing for them in a contract.” 
Special tribute was paid to the United States Navy by Mr. 
Allen, who said its relief work in the Near East has made it a 
great missionary7 agency' for the United States, teaching “the 
proclamation of doctrine not anti-anvthing.”

I T . S. TOO ALOOF FROM REST OF WORLD, SAYS 
HENRY ALLEN. 


Henry J. Allen, former Governor of Kansas, back from a six \ 
weeks’ inspection tour in the Near East in the interests of the 
Near East Relief, declares his belief is “strengthened that the 
United States is too far off from the rest of the world, and I am 
more than ever impressed with the feeling tin t 
my 
country i 
ought to follow President Hording’* suggestion and join the In- j 
ternational Court.” 
All objections to the pion he 
labeled 
as ; 
insincere. 
“In Russia the only question is how long one class of people 
will continue to work so another class may enjoy an industrial j 
paradise. This so-called ‘Government by the people’ is supported, j 
as was the Government of the Czar, by the bayonets of a stand­ 
ing army. 
The Russians are a slow moving people but I do not 
think they will stand the present crowd as long'as they did the 
Rcmanoffs. The Soviet is doing things the other crowd did not | 
dare to do.” 
Rased on what he heard, Mr. Allen reached the conclusion j 
that the oligarchy said to be in control of the Soviet Government i 
would some day be wiped out as a result of the greatest program 
in the history odf Russia. 
The ex-Governor does not believe that Turkey alone can ever 
govern Constantinople as it would be impossible for her to hold 
off her former enemies. 
“Turkey ought to turn the Dardanelles 
over to the League of Nations,” he said. 
“It is a virgin region 
for a war-preventing agency. The best thing that could happen 
would be to let the Turk develop a Government in the interior of 
the country and let an international manlate control Constan­ 
tinople in equal justice to everybody else. 
“Everybody talked about the Chester concession from the 
Caliph to the Greek patriarch. 
Undoubtedly many excellent op­ 
portunities for the development of resources and manifestly the 
greatest need for equipment have been provided by the Chester 
concession. 
On the other hand one of the difficulties confront­ 
ing those attempting to market the Chester option is the fact 
that the restrictions provided may impress American capitalists 
as being too burdensome. 
“One, for instance, stipulated that all labor employed be 
Turkish. 
The American capitalist has discovered that he can 
get all the labor difficulties he wants without especially provid­ 
ing for them in a contract.” 
Special tribute was paid to the United States Navy by Mr. 
Allen, who said its relief work in the Near East has made it a 
great missionary agency for the United States, teaching “the 
proclamation of doctrine not anti-anvthing.”

section of our population showed a 
natural tendency to divide its athle­ 
tic* between the great majority, the 
“fans,” on the one hand, 
and tile 
actual teams on the other. The goal 
was to make participant* of all. 
There were gathered in the sum­ 
mer of 1917 in the 16 officers' train­ 
ing camps those who were to be 
junior officers. 
Here the Y.M.C.A. 
sent some of its foremost physical 
directors. 
They 
were 
pioneers, 
thrown largely on their 
own re­ 
sources, but pioneers in fertile terri­ 
tory where they won from future 
officers that co-operation which ulti­ 
mately produced the gigantic total 
of 75,000,000 participants in various 
games at home and overseas. 
With congenial occupation pro­ 
vided for leisure time, the great 
majority of soldiers freely chose 
it in preference to indulgences. They 
found contests and 
games so ar­ 
ranged that not the picked men of a 
group but all the men were matched 
against all of a similar group. 
The major results were concrete. 
They contributed directly and im­ 
mediately to the primary task. They 
helped to make good soldiers. They 
increased physical agility, stimulated 
the fighting spirit, promoted team 


work, and fostered moral fitness; 
strengthened elements essential to 
civic and military efficiency. 
Tire most trying period for our 
army in France followed the armis­ 
tice. 
The words, “we want to go 
home,’* then gained real meaning. 
The real job seemed finished. Here 
again athletics proved of extraordi­ 
nary service. 
Features of that tim® 
were the building of tile Pershing 
Stadium near Paric and the holding 
there of the great games which have 
had a volume devoted to them— 
“The Inter-Allied Games.” 
There were many other forms of 
entertainment. 
One phase has had 
still another volume given to it, 
“Entertaining the American Army,” 
published by Association Press in 
1921. 
Winthrop Ames said: “En­ 
tertainment has been discovered to 
ba not a luxury but a necessity—as 
vital as sugar or food.” And Augus­ 
tus Thomas put it: “As necessary 
as a change of air in a room.” Ames 
and Edward H. Sothern, returning 
from France, reported or April 23, 
1918, to the largest group of the 
theatrical profession ever brought 
together.
